THE HORSE DISEASE RAGING. 

The horse disease occurring in the difer- 
ent cities outside of New York, and which 
bad caused a great deal of cxcitement among 
stable keepers and car companies, has mace 
ite appearance iu this city, causing & great 
panic, The discase appesrs to have appeared 
first, in magniture, on Monday, alibough 
there were some cases of earlier date, The 
contagious qualities of the disease are very 
violent, and withio twenty-four hours from 
the time of the first sympioma of sicknes 
noticed ip one large stable of 1,000 horses 
under the same roof were similarly affected. 
A reporter has visited a number of the 
principal stables and states that no leas than 
7,000 borees in all were efiected up to yester- 
day evening. 

‘The horses of the d'fferent stage and street 
car companies are all, more er less, affected 
Ou the Fifth Avenue line of read 
two hundred horses were stricken down 
in four heurs, the company having been com 
pelled to withdraw some of their cars. Over 
2,000 horses on the Third Avenue Line are 
suffering in the stables oa 24d street Stage 
Line. Some 500 horses are iaid up. Up to 
midnight last night no deaths bave occurred, 


except in the Sixth Avenue stables. In
